Financial strength in au individual 
should not be a aign of weakneas as 

a social factor, but that it often 
proves so, especially in large cities, is 
the assertion of the North .\nierican 
l{o>iew. Men vlio are not Scxualists, 
but have thought seriouslv upon the 
problems involved in the present at- 
titude dt labor and caiutal in this 
country, often contrast the influence 
today of largpe capltaMsta with those 
of the past. Formerly the man of 
lar>re estate aeted as a balance wheel 
in the tommunity. Kven if he did not 
contribute generously of liis means to 
the public good, like Peter Cooper, 
for instanoe, 1m managed his private 
affairs in a way to *fo«ter general 
liro-jress. He sought to have his em- 
ployes prosperous and satisfied. He 
kept work goinff on soinet.iines when 
it was a losing game for him, but a 
benefit to hia fellow taen and- to so- 
ciety. 

It is often pointed out that the 

sons and heirs of the old school of 
public spirited men do not follow in 
the footsteps of their fathers. Too 
often, it seems, they use their wealth 
solely for privat* ends. If it inerease< 
nobody bttt themselves gets the 
benefit of that growth. In the kmg 
run the community will not respect 
\he niere ik)W<m- that >roe« 1%-ith wealth. 
.\ rciurn l>y that power to society 
is expected. It should always hf. 
found working on the side of good 
for solid progress. There would be no 
thought of taxing wealth if wealth 
taxed itself a mere tithe for the gen- 
eral good. The money prince who 
does that lias influence with the pub- 
lic. The money gett<>r who dodges 
his obligations outlaws binisiOf, His 
influence is wholly negative. The 
people rally to the man who haa pub- 
lic spirit and backs it up. 

Englirii prejudice still exists 
against this couetry. Only last week 
one of the foremost of their students 
of soeiology and ■political economy 
admitted thai .\mepieans are l(H)ke(l 
upon in England as a race of brag- 
garts. lacMIng education, refinement, 
courtesy and culture and able only 
t<i make money. .And they will never 
know 'how niisftaken tlicy arc while 
Whitelaw Ueid represewts this eoun 
try ai St. Jamea Court. Too much 
of his time ia devoted to paying hom- 
age to BrltiA flnnkeyiura and pro- 
fessions of love for the "mother 
v'ountry."
